Jade beats cancer 
despite the odds 


A YOUNG Barry 
woman recovered 
from cancer when 
doctors said her 
chances of survival 
would be the same 
as winning the 
Lottery. 

Jade Venners (28) is 
walking proof of the old 
adage ‘While there’s life 
there’s hope’. 

Three years ago, Jade 
was fading fast despite 
undergoing gruelling 
sessions of chemo¬ 


therapy and radiology 
treatment. 

Doctors warned her 
that unless a ‘stem cell 
replacement’ could be 
found she would just 
receive palliative care. 

But now, a few years 
later, she has completely 
recovered and is 
running her own 
business. 

Her story started five 
years ago when she was 
23 and working at 
Admiral Insurance. 

“I began to feel 
unwell and depressed. I 


was even using annual 
leave as an opportunity 
to get some sleep. 
Sometimes I’d sleep for 
18 hours a day. 

“I then noticed a 
small lump in my neck. 
My GP gave me 
antibiotics and told me 
to return for a check-up 
in two weeks. 
Unfortunately, the lump 
was still there.” 

Jade was referred to 
the University Hospital 
of Wales and in very 
late 2012 a biopsy was 
carried out. She was 


diagnosed with Hodgkin 
Lymphoma, a cancer of 
the lymphatic system. 

She was cared for in 
the Teenage Cancer 
Trust’s ward at UHW 
which takes people up 
to the age of 25. 

“They were kind 
enough to put me in a 
special ward and I was 
honoured that they were 
kind enough to fit me 
in.” 

It meant Jade was 
with people closer to 
her own age. 

What followed was a 
prolonged, brutal 
regime of chemotherapy 
and radiology treatment. 
She lost her hair and her 
prospects looked grim. 

“It was a nightmare 
for me and my family. It 
became apparent that 
the ‘chemo’ was not 
working and the doctors 
started to talk about 
stem cell replacement, 
and if this didn’t work 
the only alternative was 
palliative care - which 
was devastating.”

T HE issues of dog fouling and of 
dogs not on leads in designated 
public areas has long been an issue 
throughout the Vale. 

In October 2016 environmental enforcement 
officers were employed by the Vale Council 
through 3GS to enforce these byelaws. Bear in 
mind that around the Vale signs are erected 
indicating fines of up to £1,000 for infringement of 
these rules. 

The enforcement officers have powers to issue 
£75 fixed penalty notices or refer the matter to the 
courts for higher penalties. 

Take a trip to Cosmeston Park any day of the 
week and it’s possible to see well in excess of 30 
dogs off leads and defecating around the East Pond 
in just 30 minutes of observation. 

The park rangers make no attempt to enforce the 
rulings of this park despite the blatant disregard for 
such rules. This disregard is also very evident in 
particular at Barry Island, Romilly Park, and 
Porthkerry Park, as it is at all public recreational 
areas where children play. 

It is shocking therefore that after one year of

BARRY Town Council’s Fairtrade 
committee took part in a protest last 
week against Sainsbury’s decision to 
replace ‘Fairtrade’ products with its own 
brand. 

After submitting a formal letter of complaint to 
the manager of the Park Crescent store, town 
councillors held a protest outside, which included 
the slogan ‘Ditching Fairtrade is not my cup of tea’. 

They were joined by members of Dinas Powys 
Fairtrade. 

Barry Fairtrade committee chair, Cllr Ian 
Johnson, said: “Fairtrade is an internationally 
recognised movement that pays fair wages to 
farmers and others in developing countries for 
coffee, tea and other products. 

“This means that farmers have the power to 
make their own decisions. 

“Sainsbury’s decision to launch their own brand 
of supposedly Fairtrade [called ‘Fairly Traded’ by 
the supermarket chain] products in which they 
control the market is the very opposite of the 
Fairtrade ethos. 


“We call on them to reverse their decision and 
re-join the Fairtrade movement.” 

Responding to The GEM, a Sainsbury’s spokes¬ 
person said: “Our Fairly Traded tea pilot will 
deliver even more benefits to farmers in Africa than 
the current Fairtrade model. 

"We should be judged on the benefits we can 
bring to some of the most deprived communities in 
the world, not by which logo is on the packet of our 
tea.”

Jade continued: “A 
lot of the stem cell 
donations originate in 
Germany so the search 
began to locate a 
match. 

“In the meantime, 
they tested my elder 
sister Jodie who - 
unbelievably - was a 
100 per cent match. 

The specialists said that 
this was very rare and 
l ik e a lottery win.” 

Jodie had to go 
through a medical 
procedure to harvest 
her stem cells, while 
Jade had to undergo 
further chemotherapy 
treatment, which totally 
stripped down her 
immune system to kill 
off her bone marrow. It 
was then replaced by 
Jodie’s healthy cells. 

Jade had to endure 
four weeks of complete 
isolation - that was in 
June 2014. Then began 
the slow road back to 
full health. 

“The doctors said 
the recovery would 
take a minimum of a 
year and possibly two 
years. After a year I 
began to feel like 
myself again.” 

She felt more 
motivated to get out 
into the fresh air and 
bought a cockapoo 
which she called Oreo. 

Her love of dogs 
inspired her to take a 
dog grooming course at 
Bridgend College and 
start her own mobile

“I do dog washing, 
grooming and styling.

She said she 
learned that even at the 
darkest moments a 
person finds the 
strength to go on. 

“Nobody will kn ow 
how it feels to have 
cancer until it happens 
to them.

The local MP, Alun 
Cairns, contacted the 
chief inspector to find 
out why there hadn’t 
been an immediate 
response. 

On social media Ms 
Williams described the 
incident as “the most 
frightening” of her life. 

Her mother had also 
contacted the police to 
explain how terrified she 
was, but they 
maintained she would 
have to wait 24 hours 
for someone to come. 

Mr Caims said: “It is 
wholly unacceptable that 
such an unsettling 
incident was met with 
an inadequate response 
by the police. 

“I cannot imagine the 
fear felt by Ms Williams 
who would not only 
have been scared for her 
own safety, but first and 
foremost the safety of 
her children. 

“She was correct in 
contacting the police 
immediately, who in this 
circumstance, let her 
down severely. 

“Having joined the 
police for a shift on a 
Friday night in Barry 
recently, I am aware of 
the excellent work that 
they carry out to keep us 
safe. 

“I have been in 
contact with the chief 
inspector in Barry Police 
Station who informs me 
that Ms Williams’ report 
was wrongly graded and 
that the member of staff 
in question has now 
been given management 
advice in respect of their 
assessment of the 
incident to avoid 
recurrence. 

“In addition, the 


Neighbourhood Policing 
Team have been tasked 
to undertake patrols in 
the area for reassurance. 

“I urge anybody who 
has information 
regarding this incident 
to contact South Wales 
Police via 101.” 

South Wales Police 
confirmed that they had 
issued an apology to Ms 
Williams. 

“We can confirm that 
we received a call from 
a resident of an address 
in Barry, to report 
something had been 
fired at her bedroom 
window on the evening 
of Thursday, October 
26. 

“We have apologised 
to the victim for the way 
in which we handled the 
initial call, which has 
now been reviewed. 

“The following 
morning, officers 
attended the victim’s 
home to take statements 
and to carry out house- 
to-house and CCTV 
enquiries.

We have rising 
personal debt, which 
means more and more 
people are using our 
foodbanks but credit 
unions can help. The 
Welsh Government has 
just put £400,000 into 
backing credit unions 
and we can all be 
members to boost their 
financial capacity -1 
am a member of Cardiff 
and Vale Credit Union 
and I hope you will join 
too. 

They are publicising 
a low cost Christmas 
loan and the office is 
open now on Holton 
Road in Barry. 

Actors Michael 
Sheen and Ruth Madoc 
are both members of 
their local credit unions 
and backed an Awards 
event at the Senedd 
recently to support the 
movement. But many 
people need the Vale 
Foodbank because of 
delays in receiving 
benefits, and cuts to

Disability Benefits - 
and this is worsening. 

The introduction of 
Universal Credit has hit 
the headlines with 
debates in Westminster 
and Senedd with MPs 
and AMs calling for 
changes as a result of 
piloting the scheme 
across the UK including 
here in Wales. Delaying 
the first payment is 
causing debt and 
hardship; paying it to 
one member of the 
household is also 
causing pressure, as 
well as application by 
‘digital access’ only 
raising more barriers. 

But it is not just the 
way Universal Credit is 
being introduced, it is 
the cuts that are coming 
with it. Don’t forget the 
UK Government has 
already cut welfare 
benefits across the 
board, resulting in some 
families being £2,800 
worse off as a result. 

So our job to 
promote equality and 
fair play is never done 
and I will be making 
this point when I host a 
Living Wage event in 
the Senedd later this 
month. I hope the 
choices we are making 
in the Welsh 
Government to protect 
those in need and the 
vulnerable will make a 
difference, protecting 
our ‘Supporting People’ 
funds, putting £6m into 
addressing housing 
need, funding Flying 
Start for our youngest 
and backing Social Care 
for our eldest. 

This should all help 
to give hope and 
opportunity as well as 
provide a shield for 
those living insecure 
lives in these difficult 
times.

ALL guide dogs play a role in 
keeping their owners safe, but 
the Vale has one partnership 
that is extra-special. 

Sid, a two-year-old yellow Labrador 
retriever, is one of only two working 
guide dogs in Wales trained to walk on 
his owner’s right instead of the left. 

This allows his owner, Sue Dyer of 
Barry, to use a walking stick in her left 
hand after a fall left her with chronic 
back pain. 

Sue began losing her sight to an 
aggressive form of age-related macular 
degeneration eight years ago. “I only 
knew because I was putting on make¬ 
up and, when I closed one eye, I 
couldn’t see anything,” she said. 

“I’d been working as a taxi driver 
and had just bought a new car when the 
second eye went and I had to give up. 

“I hated going out unless someone 
was with me, and felt people were 
staring at my cane. Being partially 
sighted meant I wouldn’t leave the 
house for a fortnight at a time.” 


Sue was put in touch with Guide 
Dogs Cymru, who provided her with a 
four-legged solution in the form of Sid. 

“He has made a big difference and 
given me a lot of confidence,” she said. 
“I’ve been into town, and into the 
school yard to collect my grandson, 
which I hated doing before I had the 
dog. 

“Guide dogs make people more 
friendly. If you walk with a stick, 
people get out of your way and don’t 
talk to you. But they will talk to you if 
you have a guide dog.” 

Senior practitioner Tony Harvey, 
who retrained Sid to work on the right, 
said: “People with various different 
sight conditions can be helped by a 
guide dog and you do not have to be 
totally blind to be eligible. 

“Sid allows Sue to make the most of 
the vision she has and, thanks to Guide 
Dogs’ innovative training methods, he 
made the switch to right-hand working 
with ease.”

A spokesman for the 
Docks Incinerator Action 
Group, which is opposed 
to the plant being 
allowed to operate, said: 
“The ghostly ghouls, 
young and old, had 
shambled to the foot of 
the David Davies statue 
to make their protest in 
the land of the living. 

The spooksperson 
claimed that passing 
motorists were not 
disturbed by protest, but 
showed solidarity with 
the spooks by “tooting 
their horns”. 


GEM readers may 
recall last week’s 
harrowing report 
of a Vale farmer 
whose livelihood is 
threatened by a 
dog (or dogs) that 
has attacked his 
sheep. 

The possibilty that it 
might be the same dog 
has arisen because the 
attacks always happen 
on Wednesday. 

Ben Jones and his 
family welcomed 
visitors to his farm in 
Hensol to talk about the 
sad and disturbing 
events. 

Ben Jones, who runs 
a 65 acre tenant sheep 
farm on the outskirts of 
Hensol in the Vale of 
Glamorgan with his 
wife Julia, lost nearly a 
fifth of his stock due to 
dog attacks. 

The couple, who 
have a five-month old 
daughter, spent years 
building up their 
farming business but are 
now close to giving it 
up completely. 

Ben initially started 
renting land in Dyffryn 
where he encountered 
two of his sheep being 
killed by a dog and the 
stress of the attack 
causing most of his 
flock to abort their 
lambs. 

He said: “The field 
had a footpath going 
through it and many

people use it to walk 
their dogs. Finding my 
sheep like that was just 
devastating. I don’t 
understand why those 
walking in the 
countryside just can’t 
keep their dogs on a 
lead. These attacks were 
so unnecessary.” 

Wanting to avoid any 
further incidents, he 
started renting land on 
an annual tenancy in 
Hensol in May 2015 but 
has since then had three 
separate attacks on his 
sheep there. 

“I thought this land 
here was more suitable 
because there is no 
public right of way 
through the fields. So 
you can just about 
imagine our devastation 
when we found our next 
lot of sheep savaged by 
a dog. 

“In July this year six 
of our ewes were killed 
by a dog and eight 
injured. The lambs 
never grew to any 
significant weight 
afterwards and one of 
the ewes killed was a 
Texel that I only 
purchased two weeks 
before”. 

The Texel ewe had 
previously been 
wormed and bolused 
and was killed by a dog. 
That one attack alone 
cost him in excess of 
£1,800 including the 
loss of the ewes, vet 
fees and disposal fees. 

Another attack came 
at the start of October, 
following which nine 
ewes were killed and 
four were badly injured 
to the extent that they 
can no longer be used 
for breeding. 

Two weeks later 
another three ewes were 
killed and three badly 
injured. 

“The injured ewes 
can no longer be used 
for breeding. So, I am 
not only losing my 
livestock but the ones I 
have left are so stressed 
and damaged that I 
can’t breed from them 
anymore,” said Ben. 

The most recent 
attack happened on 
Wednesday October 18, 
killing a further three 
ewes and injuring 
another four, an attack 
Ben saw in action. 

“For some reason the 


attacks always happen 
on Wednesday. It’s 
really quite 

unbelievable. This time 
round I saw the dog 
while it was attacking a 
ewe. 

“I tried to catch it but 
it ran away. I managed 
to get a photo of it but 
have no idea whom it 
belongs to or where it 
has come from. 

“The advice I had 
from the police is to 
shoot it but I don’t have 
a shotgun license and it 
takes 16 weeks to get 
one. By the time that 
comes through I might 
not have any sheep 
left,” he said. 

Speaking after the 
meeting, FUW senior 
policy officer Dr Hazel 
Wright said: “What we 
need to protect farm 
businesses from the 
severe financial and 
emotional stress, is 
improved public 
awareness, coupled with 
central recording of 
incidents, tighter 
regulation and better 
enforcement. 

“Because of such 
attacks, farm businesses 
like Ben’s lose stock, 
production decreases 
due to stress on the 
animals, and farmers 
have to deal with their

animals aborting lambs 
and calves and with that 
the loss of future 
earnings from stock. 

“I urge those walking 
their dogs in the 
countryside to put their 
dogs on a lead and it 
also critical that farmers 
come forward and 
report such incidents to 
the police.”

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Assembly committee 
to examine issue 
of suicide in Wales 


A NEW Welsh 
Government 
inquiry will look at 
issues surrounding 
suicide in Wales and 
what is being done 
to address it. 

The National 

Assembly’s Health, 
Social Care and Sport 
Committee will be 
examining the reasons 
why between 300 and 
350 people kill 
themselves in Wales each 
year. 

Suicide is a major 
cause of death for people 
aged 15-44, and about 
three quarters of people 
who commit suicide are 
men. 

The committee will 
also look at the Welsh 
Government’s suicide 
and self-harm prevention 
strategy - ‘Talk to me 2’, 
which is designed to 
reduce numbers through 
promoting and 

supporting programmes 


and services across the 
country. 

In evidence to the 
committee’s inquiry on 
loneliness and isolation 
earlier this year, 
Samaritans Cymru 
praised the content of 
‘Talk to me 2’, but raised 
concerns about its local 
implementation which is 
said to be ‘patchy’. 

“More than 300 
people a year in Wales 
reach a point where they 
feel the only way out of a 
situation is to take their 
own lives,” said Dai 
Lloyd AM, chair of the 
Health, Social Care and 
Sport Committee. 

“We want to know 
what is being done to 
help people who feel this 
way and whether we 
should be doing more. 

“We will be looking at 
the extent of the problem 
and its causes, the social 
and economic impact of 
suicides and the 
effectiveness of the 
Welsh Government’s 


approach to suicide 
prevention. 

“This is a deeply 
emotive subject for many 
people. Anyone affected 
by issues surrounding 
suicide and who is 
thinking of contributing 
should know their 
submission will be 
treated sensitively. 

“I would urge anyone 
contemplating harming 
themselves or taking 
their own life to seek 
help, either through their 
GP or counselling 
services such as the 
Samaritans.”

Committee report 
seeks ‘real cost 
of Welsh laws’ 


THE Welsh Government 
should “consider options to 
monitor and evaluate how 
much new laws are actually 
costing”, according to a 
National Assembly committee. 

The Finance Committee believes 
closer scrutiny is needed to find out 
where costs are coming from and who 
is incurring those costs, and to ensure 
the accuracy of how estimates are put 
together when laws are first introduced 
as bills. 

Although financial estimates of 
proposed legislation are scrutinised as 
part of the Assembly’s law-making 
process, it only happens at the first 
stage when a Regulatory Impact 
Assessment (RIA) is published along 
with a Bill. 

The Finance Committee noted that it 
would be possible to amend the RIA at 
later stages without suitable scrutiny of 
the changes. 

In the case of the Additional 
Learning Needs and Education 
Tribunal (Wales) Bill a £12.7 million 
alteration was made to the Welsh 
Government’s estimate. 

On that occasion, at the request of 
the Finance Committee, the 
government agreed to delay the Bill’s 
progress to allow further scrutiny. 

The Committee also wants to see 
more scrutiny of costs incurred 
through subordinate legislation, such 
as regulations which are added after a 
law is passed. Currently there is no 
formal mechanism to establish the 
accuracy of the estimates. 

“Public finances are coming under 
increasing pressure as austerity and 
uncertainty surrounding Brexit 
continue to take their toll,” said Plaid 


Cymru’s Simon Thomas AM, Chair of 
the Finance Committee. 

“As more powers and 
responsibilities are devolved to the 
Assembly, it is essential we have 
robust procedures for ensuring both 
laws and the costs that come with them 
are as accurate as they can be for the 
people of Wales. 

“This Committee accepts that the 
estimates which accompany new 
legislation are just that, but we believe 
that there should be more opportunity 
to monitor and evaluate these costs, 
both to ensure value for money, but 
also to increase the accuracy of the 
processes which produce the estimates 
in the first place. 

“We are recommending that the 
Welsh Government do more to ensure 
that public bodies are not routinely 
incurring higher costs than those 
anticipated, and that the Assembly is 
informed when there are significant 
alterations made to RIAs.” 

The Committee makes 14 
recommendations in its report, 
including: 

The Welsh Government should 
build evaluation periods into its 
assessment of the costs of legislation to 
allow for review and evaluation of 
transitional funding; 

The summary information included 
in RIAs contain explicit reference to 
how any costs identified in the RIA 
will be funded and by whom and; 

The Welsh Government commit to 
providing as full a picture of the costs 
of subordinate legislation as possible 
when proposing primary legislation. 

The report has been sent to the 
Welsh Government for consideration.

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It’s fair to say Thor’s latest 
adventure (Ragna)-roks! 


O F all the 
main 

Avengers, it 
seems Thor’s had 
the most difficult 
few years. All was 
well when he made 
his bow in the 
Kenneth Branagh- 
directed Thor , and 
he had a whale of a 
time defending 
New York and 
getting quippy in 
The Avengers , but 
since then, it’s not 
been so good. 

The Thor sequel, The 
Dark World, was one of 
the weakest entries in 
the Marvel canon to 
date, while his most 
important scenes in 
Avengers sequel Age of 
Ultron ended up on the 
cutting room floor, 
making his visions of a 
greater evil all that 
more befuddling. 

It’s safe to say that 
the old ‘God of 
Thunder’ needs 
something of a spruce 
up, an injection of 
something a bit 
different - Thor: 
Ragnarok, under the 
auspices of director 
Taika Waititi, promises 
that. 

It sees the titular 
character (played by 
Chris Hemsworth) on 
the search for that 
greater evil he foresaw 
in Age of Ultron ; but 


when a chain of events 
sees him beaten and 
banished by the deadly 
Hela (Cate Blanchett), 
he finds himself on 
Sakaar, a planet where 
competitors battle each 
other, overseen by the 
Grandmaster (Jeff 
Goldblum). 

While there, Thor 
finds himself in battle 
with a familiar green 
face - The Hulk (Mark 
Ruffalo), and the pair 
soon hatch a plan to 
escape the planet and 
tackle Hela head on; but 
they’ll need the help of 
new friends (Tessa 
Thompson’s Valkyrie) 
and old (Tom 
Hiddleston’s Loki)... 

You get the sense that 
with their new-placed 
emphasis on the 
magical and mystical, 
Marvel seem to know 
where their foundations 
are, and what they can 
and can’t do to give 
their characters a 
freshen-up. Thor was a 
character most certainly 
in need of a new coat of 
paint, and in Ragnarok, 
director Taika Waititi 
has done this and more. 
It’s by no means 
flawless, but it is hugely 
fun and exciting. 

With mega-sequel(s) 
Infinity War on the 
horizon, you would 
expect that the films 
produced in the run-up 
to this climactic chapter 
would be having to 
carry some of that 


weight, yet odd nods 
here and there aside, 
this is a film focused on 
Thor, that feels lighter 
and more breezy than 
previous outings. That it 
manages this while not 
losing focus on the 
overarching drama is a 
testament indeed to 
director Waititi. 

Known for (far 
smaller) fare such as 
Hunt For The 
Wilderpeople, the 
hilarious What We Do 
In The Shadows and 
Eagle vs Shark, 

Waititi’s comedic chops 
are without question - 
but can he make his 
voice heard above the 
blockbuster din? The 
answer is yes. 

There are countless 
moments of wonderful 
comedy that have his 
hallmark, but to be able 
to mesh this with the 
scale of these films and 
not lose his signature 
shows how 

accomplished a director, 
and how well- 
marshalled, this film is. 
Visually the film is a 
kaleidoscope of colour 
and vibrancy, while a 
small set-piece that 
gives you some 
background to how 
deadly Hela can be is 
gorgeously realised. 

Waititi is also 
fortunate in that in 
Chris Hemsworth you 
have an actor capable of 
being the big hero, yet 
also willing to embrace

the buffoonish elements 
of the son of a God. If

Throw in an absolute 
zinger of a performance 
from Jeff Goldblum as 
the scheming 
Grandmaster, a creation 
where you can’t see the 
join between character 
and actor, and you have 
some superb turns. 

It’s just a shame that 
the Marvel Achilles heel 
kicks in with the 
villains - on paper, Cate 
Blanchett playing the 
Goddess of Death 
should be amazing, yet 
she doesn’t really land 
with any great force, 
some pithy asides apart, 
while Karl Urban’s 
Skurge is undercooked 
to the point of being 
raw. 

In a way that is 
Ragnarok’s main 
weakness - that it 
moves with such a fast 
pace and a relentless 
drive that it sometimes 


fails to bring the 
characters along for the 
ride, and certain plot 
elements don’t connect 
the way they should 
because of this. 

But that aside, this is 
still an incredibly fun, 
humorous and 
massively entertaining 
slice of Marvel, in what 
has been a very good 
year film-wise for the 
studio; it’s fair to say 
that this latest Thor film 
most certainly does 
(Ragna)-rok! 

VERDICT: Offering 
a different side to Thor 
could have been a risky 
move, but in the hands 
of Taika Waititi, the 
director has reignited 
the character with the 
hugely entertaining 
Ragnarok. The film 
feels light of foot, fizzes 
with energy, and if it 
moves at perhaps too 
fast a pace at times, it 
still provides maximum 
enjoyment. Highly 
recommended.

“Now I find that the Tory-run 
Vale Council is renting one of 
these newly created offices to Tory 
politicians, rather than to Barry 
businesses with vision and 
ambition.

FUW warning 


WITH bonfire night 
fast approaching, 
the Farmers’ Union 
of Wales (FUW) is 
urging people to 
remember the 
distress that 

fireworks and sky 
lanterns can cause 
to livestock and 
pets - and reminds 
them of the dangers 
posed by bonfires. 

“We call on people to 
stick to the firework 
safety code at all times, 
especially over the 
bonfire and Halloween 
season, to minimise the 
risk to livestock, pets and 
humans,” said FUW 
policy officer Charlotte 
Priddy. 

“This time of year 
poses many dangers to 
animals and children - so 
don’t let negligence and 
ignorance be the cause 
for a real-life horror,” 
added Mrs Priddy. 

Animals in general are 
not fond of the noise of 
fireworks and can 
become quite anxious 
during this time of year. 
Therefore, the FUW 
urges people to be 


considerate and not let 
them off near livestock. 

“It is also a good idea 
to make sure that your 
pets have been micro- 
chipped by a vet and that 
the details on the chip are 
up to date prior to bonfire 
night, just in case they go 
missing,” said Mrs 
Priddy. 

The FUW 

recommends that people 
visit an organised 
display, but if you are 
having a display at home, 
please make sure you 
follow the firework code 
at all times to minimise 
the stress for farm 
animals and children. 

It is also advisable to 
give neighbours a few 
days notice of your 
firework display, 

particularly if they are 
elderly, have young 
children or pets. 

“We further urge 
people not to use sky 
lanterns, which have 
been banned by nearly 
half the county councils 
in Wales, as they pose 
significant dangers to 
livestock and are, of 
course, a considerable 
fire safety risk,” added 
Mrs Priddy.

FARMING MATTERS 


Broadly speaking, rural broadband 
and mobile connectivity are lacklustre 


B roadband 

and mobile 
connectivity 
in rural Wales is a 
subject many of our 
members feel 
strongly about - 
mainly because so 
many still find 
themselves without 
an acceptable 
connection, or live in 
a mobile not-spot - 
and yes, that applies 
for us here in 
Glamorgan as well. 

Who would have 
thought it, given our 
close proximity to 
Cardiff? 

The FUW has been a 
supporter of increasing 
both broadband and 
mobile phone coverage 
in Wales, and worked 
closely with Ofcom and 
others for more than a 
decade to highlight the 
needs of Wales’ 
communities in terms of 
both. 

I was therefore 
baffled to see a report 
by the National 
Assembly for Wales’ 
Economy, Infrastructure 
and Skills Committee, 
entitled ‘Digital 


Infrastructure in Wales’, 
which included a 
recommendation that 
‘The Welsh Government 
should consider making 
future public subsidy 
conditional on 
supporting government 
policy to improve 
digital infrastructure, 
and to ensure that it 
meets the needs of 
consumers in the future, 
in particular any likely 
convergence between 
broadband and mobile 
internet connectivity.’ 

We are certainly 
unaware of any 
instances where farmers 
have refused to enter 
into a fair agreement 
with commercial 
companies responsible 
for digital 

infrastructure - but we 
are aware of many cases 
where agreement has 
been reached between 
farmers and 
communication 
companies, but planning 
permission has been 
refused. 

There have also been 
instances where 
companies have 
behaved in unacceptable 
and unprofessional 
ways in order to try and 
install communication 
infrastructure on private

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land. 

Yes, there may well 
be a handful of cases 
where landowners have 
been uncooperative, but 
the FUW would suggest 
that members of the 
committee have been 
misled if they believe 
this is so widespread 
that it warrants a 
draconian 
recommendation to 
government. 

Rather, we would 
suggest that the 
underlying motive for 
those who have 
suggested such a barrier 
exists at any scale, is 


the wish to boost 
company profits by 
seeking changes which 
would allow farmers 
and landowners to be 
bullied into signing 
contracts which do not 
represent the 
commercial nature of 
work and installations. 

Of course, we share 
the committee’s 
frustrations regarding 
barriers to broadband 
and mobile coverage, 
but find it wholly 
unacceptable that the 
committee has been led 
to believe that it would 
be desirable to see 
multi-billion pound 
commercial companies 
boosting their profits by 
forcing family farms to 
accept one-sided 
agreements that in no 
way reflect the 
commercial nature of 
mobile and broadband 
infrastructure. 

On a final note this 
week, I would like to 
remind our members 
that we have an open 
meeting on November 7, 
at St Mary’s Hotel, 
Pencoed, starting at 
7.30pm. We will be 
joined by HCC chair 
Kevin Roberts, and look 
forward to plenty of

Key meeting over disposal of 
Hinckley ‘dredged material’ 
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THE Vale Council 
will meet the Welsh 
Government next 
Wednesday, 
November 8, to 
discuss the disposal 
of dredged material 
at Cardiff Grounds 
in the Bristol 
Channel. 

The council recently 
said it was keen to ensure 
all the necessary 
safeguards were in place 
in case radioactive 
material is deposited. 

It said it wanted to 
meet the Welsh Cabinet 
Secretary for 

Environment and Rural 
Affairs, Lesley Griffiths, 
to outline the council’s 
concerns. 

A licence runs until 
2019 allowing for the 
disposal of dredged 
materials resulting from 
work at Hinkley Point 


Power Station. 

Cllr John Thomas, 
Leader of the Vale 
Council, told The GEM: 
“Since the report on the 
disposal of material at 
the Cardiff Grounds was 
discussed at Cabinet on 
October 9, there has been 
a detailed discussion at 
the council’s 

environment and 

regeneration scrutiny 
committee on October 
12 . 

“I have also written to 
the Cabinet Secretary for 
the Environment and 
Rural Affairs and the 
chief executive of 
Natural Resources Wales 
(NRW). 

“My initial request for 


an urgent meeting with 
the Cabinet Secretary 
was declined, but I have 
since been given 15 
minutes to meet with her 
on November 8, along 
with the Leader of 
Cardiff Council, Cllr 
Huw Thomas. 

“I have also recently 
met with representatives 
of EDF Energy to discuss 
the issues around the 
dredging and disposal of 
material associated with 
the construction of 
Hinkley Point. 

“As an outcome of 
that meeting, EDF have 
been invited to attend the 
next environment and 
regeneration scrutiny 
committee on November 


9 to present their views 
and where members will 
also receive an update of 
my meeting with the 
Cabinet Secretary.” 

Last month, the Welsh 
Government emphasised 
the licence was not for 
the disposal of nuclear 
waste. The material 
licenced for disposal is 
sediment dredged from 
the Severn Estuary. 

No disposal has taken 
place so far, and 
materials to be disposed 
of would have to be 
sampled and tested, and 
subject to further written 
approval by NRW. 

The Welsh 

Government added that a 
sound assessment 

process is in place to 
protect the marine 
environment and human 
health for present and 
future generations.

WILLIAM from 
Penarth and 
District Ramblers 
set off from 
Peterchurch, 
Herefordshire, with 
three companions 
plus Fudge the dog 
via the churchyard 
of St Peter’s 
Church in order to 
view the grave of 
Private Robert 
Jones VC who won 
the Victoria Cross 
in the Battle of 
Rorke’s Drift in 
1879. 

Following the 
Herefordshire Trail to 
Tumastone, with its old- 
fashioned petrol pumps 
and shop open for 
business since 1923, 
woodland paths led 
them to St Margaret’s 
Church for morning 
break. 

More woodland 
tracks brought them into 
parkland at B acton 
Manor, where the 
famous Bacton Stud was 
the birthplace of Sprig, 
a racehorse that won the 
Grand National in 
March 1927. 

Passing Hollingwood 
Farm and Cwm Hill 
Cottages, steps in a high 
fence led them into a 
deer farm where the shy 
deer raced off. 

Exiting up slippery 
steps, ahead of them in 
the valley was the Grade 
I-listed Dore Abbey, 
originally founded by 
French Cistercian 
monks, restored in 1700 
and around 1900. 

The Church of the 
Holy Trinity and St 
Mary stands within the 
ruins of the ancient 
monastery and was 
threatened with closure 
in the early 1990s. 

However, with help 
from English Heritage, 
various charities and the 
local Hoskyns family, 
restoration work is now 
complete.
